FIFTY-SEVENTH  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1909-10. 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  the  County 
Borough  of  Bolton. 

■Gentlemen, 

The  Public  Libraries  Committee,  appointed  by  you 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Libraries  Acts,  have 
pleasure  in  presenting  their  fifty-seventh  report,  showing  the 
working  of  the  Public  Libraries  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 
ended  October  nth,  1910. 

Obituary. 

In  August  last  the  Libraries  lost  a  valued  friend  in  Mr. 
Alderman  John  Heywood,  M.A.,  J. P.,  who  had  for  years 
taken  a  keen  practical  interest  in  the  Libraries.  In  1887  he 
gave  to  the  Committee  a  plot  of  land  in  High  Street,  upon 
which  the  High  Street  Branch  Library  was  erected  in  the 
following  year,  and  he  also  gave  donations  of  framed  pictures, 
and  books,  which  your  Committee  highly  appreciate. 

The  Committee  wish  to  place  on  record  an  expression 
•of  their  deepest  regret  at  the  death  of  Mr.  Alderman  Wm. 
Smith,  J. P.,  their  Vice-Chairman.  He  worked  indefatigably 
for  the  success  of  the  Libraries  of  the  Borough.  Almost  from 
the  inception  of  the  movement  he'  had  either  been  a  member 
of  the  Committee  or  has  occupied  the  Chair  or  Vice-Chair, 
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and  everyone  who  acted  with  him  recognised  the  ability 
and  enthusiasm  with  which  he  worked  for  the  welfare  of  the 
Libraries,  always  giving  his  time  and  advice  cheerfully  and 
ungrudgingly. 

New  Branch  Libraries. 

The  past  year's  work  is  unique  in  the  history  of  the 
Library  Movement  in  Bolton,  for  during  that  time  three  new 
Branch  Libraries  have  been  erected  and  equipped,  and  on 
September  29th  were  all  opened  by  Mr.  Andrew  Carnegie, 
LL.D.  They  are  situated  in  the  districts  of  Astley  Bridge, 
Halliwell,  and  Great  Lever,  and  form  striking  architectural 
blocks  in  each  district. 

Accommodation  is  provided  in  each  building  as  follows : 
Men's  Newspaper  and  Magazine  Room. 
Women's  Reading  and  Writing  Room. 
Boys'  and  Girls'  Reading  and  Writing  Room. 
Lending  Library  for  12,000  vols. 

Basement  with  Staff  and   Filing   Rooms,  Heating 
Chamber,  etc. 

The  whole  of  the  furniture  and  fittings  are  in  oak,  except 
the  book-cases,  which  are  of  steel.  The  measuring-up  work 
in  connection  with  the  new  Branches  is  not  yet  completed, 
but  your  Committee  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the 
grant  of  ^15,000  made  by  Mr.  Carnegie  for  erecting  them 
will  be  exceeded.  It  is  interesting  to  record  that  two  of  the 
elevations  were  hung  on  the  line  of  this  year's  Exhibition  of 
the  Royal  Academy.  A  Bronze  Tablet  recording  Mr. 
Carnegie's  benefactions  is  placed  in  each  of  the  buildings. 
Although  only  a  few  days  have  elapsed  since  the  opening, 
there  is  already  evidence  that  the  buildings  will  be  very 
largely  used  by  the  inhabitants,  and  so  far  they  have 
made  no  appreciable  difference  on  the  congested  condition  of 
the  Central  Lending  Library  premises. 

A  Souvenir  of  the  Library  Movement  in  Bolton,  giving 
very  briefly  an  historical  account  from  1852  to  1910,  was 
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written  by  the  Chief  Librarian,  and  circulated.  It  added 
considerably  to  the  interest  taken  in  the  proceedings. 

On  arriving  in  Bolton,  Mr.  Carnegie  was  presented  with 
an  Address  of  Welcome  from  the  Combined  Traders' 
Association,  and  afterwards  entertained  to  Luncheon  by  the 
Libraries  Committee.  Leaving  the  Town  Hall,  at  two 
o'clock,  to  open  the  Libraries,  and  receiving  at  the  first  one 
a  gold  master-key  as  a  memento  of  the  occasion,  he  arrived 
back  at  four  o'clock,  and  was  admitted  an  Honorary  Freeman 
of  the  Borough,  in  the  Albert  Hall,  the  illuminated  scroll 
being  presented  in  a  silver  gilt  casket  of  handsome  design. 
Mr.  Carnegie  was  here  enthusiastically  received  by  over 
1,200  invited  guests,  and  when  leaving  Bolton  for  London, 
he  said,  "Whatever  may  pass  from  my  memory,  Bolton  and 
this  day  will  be  amongst  the  last  things  to  do  so." 

New  Central  Premises. 

Mention  has  been  made  for  some  few  years  past  of  the 

absolute  necessity  for  new  Central  Premises,  and  it  is  thought 
that  the  time  is  now  ripe  for  some  movement  in  the  direction 
of  accomplishing  this.  The  Committee  are  fully  aware  of 
the  need  there  is  for  increased  accommodation,  and  of 
the  necessity  for  erecting  such  a  building  as  would  place 
both  the  Lending  and  Reference  Libraries  under  one  roof 
and  provide  ample  accommodation  for  Students,  a  Lecture 
Room,  and  the  many  other  adjuncts  of  a  well  considered 
modern  Public  Library. 

Conferences. 

The  Chief  Librarian  attended  the  Congres  International 
des  Archivistes  et  des  Bibliothecaires  held  in  Brussels  in 
August,  and  submitted  a  report  to  the  Committee.  The 
Chief  Librarian  also  attended  the  Annual  Conference  of  the 
Library  Association  at  Exeter  and  a  Report  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings will  be  found  on  pages  14-18. 

Stocktaking. 

It  is  gratifying  to  record  the  small  number  of  books  lost 

during  the  year.    The  following  17  were  unaccounted  for  at 

the  Stocktaking  in  August  : — 

Mere  Hall  Branch,  4  ; 
Central  Lending  Library,  6; 
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High  Street  Branch,  7,  two  of  which  were  stolen  from 
the  open  cases  in  the  Juvenile  Department  ; 

At  the  Astley  Bridge  Branch  every  book  was  accounted 
for  ; 

These  books  could  be  replaced  new  at  a  cost  of  38/-,  and 
when  it  is  considered  that  435,645  volumes  were  issued, 
this  leakage  may  be  regarded  as  very  satisfactory. 

Books  and  Infection. 

An  application  was  made  to  the  Sanitary  Committee  to 
refund  the  value  of  all  Library  books  taken  by  their  officials 
from  houses  where  infectious  disease  existed,  and  that 
Committee  decided  to  make  a  grant  of  £10  towards  the  cost 
of  replacing  the  books  destroyed. 

Reference  Library. 

The  work  of  the  Reference  Library  is  gradually 
increasing.  It  is  now  being  used  by  bona  fide  students  in 
search  of  information,  and  much  assistance  is  given  to  them. 
The  issues  really  represent  high-class  research  work  and 
genuine  consultation  of  books.  They  do  not  include 
directories,  encyclopaedias,  dictionaries,  or  annuals.  These 
are  all  placed  in  an  open  case,  and  are  not  included  in  the 
statistics  at  all.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  utility  of  the 
Reference  Library  is  much  restricted  owing  to  its  congested 
condition. 

Mere  Hall  Branch. 

The  Committee  have  decided  to  close  the  Mere  Hall 
Branch  Library  at  the  end  of  the  present  Library  Year,  so 
that  the  work  of  re-organizing  this  Branch  can  be  proceeded 
with  without  delay. 

School  Libraries. 

The  13  Libraries  in  the  out-district  Schools  continue  to 
do  good  work  among  the  children  in  their  respective  neigh- 
bourhoods. The  total  number  of  books  now  in  the  School 
Libraries  is  1802  ;  the  number  of  books  issued  during  the 
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year  was  24,894;  and  the  average  number  of  times  each 
volume  was  issued  during  the  year  was  13*8.  The  whole 
of  the  stock  was  returned  to  the  Libraries  previous  to  the 
Christmas  and  Summer  Holidays,  and  was  overhauled.  It 
was  necessary  to  bind  496  volumes,  and  a  large  number 
were  repaired  by  the  staff. 

Issues. 

The  total  issue  during  the  year  from  all  departments 
was  435,645,  an  increase  on  the  preceding  year  of  4,928 
volumes,  which  proves  that  appreciation  of  the  useful- 
ness of  the  Libraries  continues  to  increase.

Total   435645 
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Stock. 

The  total  number  of  books  in  all  departments  is  118,998 
(exclusive  of  Patent  specifications  and  Parliamentary  Blue 
Books.)  The  additions  during  the  year  amount  to  4,755 
purchased,  112  donations,  making  a  total  of  4,867. 

Borrowers. 

The  number  of  borrowers  on  the  registers  of  the  Lending 
Libraries  is  34,707.  This  number  comprises  18,208  ordinary 
tickets,  10,994  juvenile  tickets,  and  5,505  "  extra  "  non- 
fictional  tickets,  and  is  exclusive  of  the  scholars  in  the  13 
School  Libraries. 

Overdues,  Worn  out  Books,  Binding,  &c. 

During  the  year  5,548  applications  have  been  made  by 
postcard  for  overdue  books,  followed  by  343  letters  to 
borrowers  or  guarantors.  1,115  Books  have  been  discarded 
as  worn  out,  735  of  which  have  been  replaced,  the  remainder 
being  out  of  print  or  not  worth  replacing. 

The  number  of  books  rebound  during  the  year  was  3,675. 
178  volumes  have  been  destroyed  by  the  Sanitary  Authorities 
having  been  taken  from  houses  where  infectious  disease 
has  existed.

The  standard  of  education  adopted  12  months'  ago  by 
the  Committee  in  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of 
the  Library  Association  has  resulted  in  a  much  better  class 
of  Junior  Assistants  being  appointed  in  the  Libraries 
Department. 

Twelve  assistants  have  attended  the  classes  for  Library 
Assistants  in  Bibliography,  Practical  Library  Administration, 
English  Language  and  Literature,  and  French,  held  at  the 
Manchester  School  of  Technology,  and  conducted  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Henry  Guppy,  M.A.,  Chief  Librarian  of  the 
John  Rylands  Library,  Manchester.  Eleven  of  them  satisfied 
the  examiners  and  received  their  term  certificates.  Four  of 
these  assistants  have  now  completed  the  three  years'  course. 

Eighteen  of  your  assistants  presented  themselves  at  the 
professional  examination  of  the  Library  Association,  held  at 
the  Bolton  centre,  and  gained  fifteen  certificates  as  follows  : —

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Publications. 

A  third  supplement  to  the  Catalogue  of  Books  in  the 
Central  Lending  Library  was  published  in  May,  and  over 
700  copies  have  been  sold  at  2d.  each. 

The  lists  of  all  the  new  books  purchased  for  the  Central 
Lending  Library  continue  to  appear  by  the  kindness  of  the 
Editors,  in  the  Bolton  Journal  and  Guardian  and  the  Bolton 
Chronicle,  on  the  first  Friday  and  Saturday  in  each  month, 
and  the  1000  reprints  are  quickly  called  for  by  the  borrowers 
at  the  Central  Library. 

A  Supplement  to  the  Catalogue  of  Books  in  the  High 
Street  Branch  Library,  and  a  new  Edition  of  the  Catalogue 
of  Books  for  Boys  and  Girls  in  that  Branch,  with  additions 

to  date,  have  been  published. 

Catalogues  of  the  Books  in  the  Great  Lever  and 
Halliwell  Branch  Libraries  have  been  published,  and  also 
Catalogues  of  the  Books  for  Boys  and  Girls  in  those 
Branches. 

A  Supplement  to  the  Catalogue  of  Books  in  the  Astley 
Bridge  Branch  Library  has  been  issued,  and  also  a  Sup- 
plementary List,  bringing  the  Catalogue  of  Books  for  Boys 
and  Girls  in  that  Branch  up  to  date. 

Although  the  new  Libraries  have  as  yet  only  been  open 
eight  days,  579  of  the  new  Catalogues  have  been  sold  at 
Great  Lever,  917  at  Halliwell,  and  362  at  the  Astley 
Bridge  Branch. 

Owing  to  the  exceptionally  heavy  work  during  the  past 
year  no  progress  has  been  made  with  the  Classified 
Catalogue  of  Books  on  Architecture  and  the  allied  subjects 
in  the  Libraries,  nor  has  any  progress  been  made  with  the 
re-classification  and  re-cataloguing  of  the  Reference  Library. 
Too  much  importance  cannot  be  attached  to  these  two 
undertakings,  as  when  accomplished,  they  will  undoubtedly 
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be  a  means  of  bringing  the  collection  of  Reference  Books 
into  closer  touch  with  the  Technical  and  Scientific  Students 
in  the  Borough. 

A  Bibliographical  Catalogue  of  the  collection  of  "  Local 
Literature  '!  is  ready  for  the  printers,  with  the  exception  of 
Indexes.  These  can  be  compiled  shortly  and  the  work 
published.

His  zealous  efforts  towards  encouraging 
the  fullest  use  of  the  Library  facilities  of  the 
town,  are  such  that  the  results  show  excellent 
improvements  in  all  directions."

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Chief  Librarian's  Report  on  the  Conference 
of  Librarians,  Exeter,  1910. 


Reference  Library,  Bolton, 

October  ioth,  1910. 

Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  instructions  contained  in  your 
resolution  dated  April  25th,  I  attended,  as  your  representa- 
tive, the  33rd  Annual  Conference  of  Librarians  held  at 
Exeter,  from  the  5th  to  the  9th  of  September  last,  and  the 
following  is  my  report  of  the  proceedings  : — 

The  Association,  consisting  of  about  350  delegates  from 
all  parts  of  Great  Britain,  was  officially  welcomed  to  Exeter 
by  the*  Mayor  (Mr.  H.  H.  Wippell),  and  the  first  business 
session  was  opened  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Kenyon, 
Principal  Librarian  of  the  British  Museum. 

The  President  said  that  at  least  60  per  cent,  of  the 
persons  using  Libraries  were  persons  engaged  in  professional, 
industrial,  and  commercial  pursuits.  In  many  places  the 
Library  authorities  had  plainly  recognised  the  necessity  of 
assisting  students  to  acquire  culture  by  more  positive  means 
than  merely  having  books  on  the  shelves.  They  had 
systematically  undertaken  the  provision  of  lectures  and 
temporary  exhibitions,  and  they  had  associated  the  Library 
with  a  museum  or  art  gallery,  so  as  to  present  a  varied 
appeal  to  the  awakening  taste  and  intelligence  of  the  public. 
Such  agencies  worked  in  hidden  ways,  and  it  was  impossible 
except  at  long  intervals  of  time,  to  judge  of  their  effect. 
They  came  therefore  to  the  conclusion  that  the  realisation 
of  Libraries  to  their  full  value  depended  on  the  Librarian* 
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It  was  here,  as  in  many  departments  of  the  human  life,  the 
human  element  that  made  all  the  difference  between  success 
and  failure,  and  therefore  it  was  highly  desirable  that  the 
Association  should  concern  itself  not  alone  with  the  national 
organization  and  equipment  of  Libraries,  but  with  the 
training  of  Librarians  also.  The  duty  of  every  Librarian 
was  to  regard  himself  as  an  educational  agent  of  the  first 
importance,  and  to  train  himself  diligently  for  the  execution 
of  the  trust  imposed  upon  him. 

Mr.  Tapley  Soper,  City  Librarian,  Exeter,  contributed 
a  paper  on  "  The  Exeter  Public  Library  and  Museum,"  and 
the  Town  Clerk  one  on  "  The  Functions  and  the  Possibili- 
ties of  a  Library  regarding  the  Collection  of  Local  MSS.,  &c." 

Dr.  E.  A.  Baker  (Woolwich)  dealt  with  "  Book 
Selection,  Fundamental  Principles,  and  some  Applications." 

A  visit  was  afterwards  paid  to  the  Cathedral,  where 
some  of  the  manuscript  treasures  were  exhibited,  including 
Charters  of  Ethelred  the  Unready,  and  Edward  the 
Confessor,  the  famous  Exeter  Domesday  Book,  and  the 
"  Codex  Exoniensis," 

In  the  evening  a  large  public  meeting  was  held,  the 
Bishop  of  Exeter  presiding.  His  Lordship  said  they  were 
all  more  or  less  dependent  upon  Public  Libraries,  because 
it  was  not  given  even  to  the  wealthiest  of  them  to  have  as  a 
possession  all  the  books  they  might  need  from  time  to  time. 
There  were  Libraries  whose  object  was  to  aid  the  diffusion 
ofknowedge,  these  were  in  the  majority,  and  there  were 
Libraries  whose  function  corresponded  to  universities,  whose 
great  object  was  to  aid  those  who  were  actually  extending 
and  increasing  the  stock  of  human  knowledge.  As  Libraries 
grew,  all  who  had  to  do  with  the  subject  became  more  and 
more  impressed  with  the  great  diversity  of  the  task  and  the 
variety  of  problems  which  required  to  be  treated  with. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Jennings,  Chairman,  Library  Committee, 
Brighton,  gave  an  address  on  "Libraries  as  an  Educational 
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Force,"  and  Mr.  Ballinger,  the  Librarian  of  the  National 
Library  of  Wales,  on  the  "  Library  Extension  Movement." 

A  discussion  on  the  Library  Movement  in  America 
occupied  the  next  session.  Mr.  C.  W.  Andrews,  of  the  John 
Creerar  Library,  Chicago,  outlined  a  new  development 
which  had  taken  place  in  America — the  establishment  of 
Libraries  by  the  great  Trusts  for  the  use  of  officials  and 
workers,  and  he  proceeded  with  a  detailed  description  of  the 
working  of  American  Libraries. 

Miss  Ahern  (Editor  of  Public  Libraries),  said  there  was  a 
phase  in  their  American  life  which  looked  at  every 
proposition  from  a  business  standpoint.  Throughout  the 
country  they  found  the  Public  Library  not  the  great 
gathering  ground  for  books,  but  a  living  organization  con- 
taining pure  literature,  which  the  Library  Committee  were 
as  anxious  to  circulate  as  they  were  to  secure  reservoirs  of 
pure  water  for  the  consumption  of  the  inhabitants.  There 
was  also  in  America  a  very  close  co-operation  between  the 
schools  and  the  Public  Libraries,  and  another  important 
feature  was  the  School  for  Candidates  for  Library 
appointments. 

Dr.  Locke  (Toronto),  said  that  in  Canada  they  were 
growing  physically,  mentally,  and  morally  in  everything 
they  could  possibly  suggest.  They  were  scattering  Libraries 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific.  He  thought  the  young 
nation  stood  to-day  more  closely  allied  to  the  mother  country 
than  it  had  ever  done  since  it  was  born,  and  Library  work 
was  going  to  permeate  their  politics.  They  believed  in 
Canada  the  way  to  get  proper  relationship  developed  was  to 
work  it  out  from  their  young  people,  from  their  Libraries 
and  Debating  Clubs. 

After  discussion  by  other  American  delegates,  Mr.  Cyril 
Davenport,  Superintendent  of  Bookbinding,  British  Museum, 
delivered  a  lecture  on  Bookbinding  in  France,  and  showed 
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many  beautiful  slides  of  bookbindings  which  had  been  done 
for  the  kings  and  queens  of  that  country. 

At  the  next  session,  Mr.  Makepeace  Forster,  B.Litt., 
Professor  of  Education  at  Exeter  University  College,  read  a 
paper  on  "  Books  and  Village  Children."  He  remarked  that 
a  study  of  child  nature  had  shown  that  from  the  age  of  10  to 
17  there  was  a  veritable  reading  craze.  Unless  this  period 
was  wisely  used,  unless  the  need  for  books  was  satisfied,  the 
after  development  of  the  child,  both  mental  and  moral,  was 
seriously  hindered.  It  was  above  all  a  period  of  inoculation 
when  literary  taste  could  be  most  readily  formed.  The 
reading  in  schools  hitherto  had  been  unfortunate.  Usually 
three  reading  books  per  annum  were  read  and  re-read  ad 
nauseam.  The  child  naturally  came  to  regard  reading  as  a 
task  rather  thaa  a  delight.  The  aim  should  not  be  to  teach 
children  to  read  two  or  three  books  well  for  the  purpose  of 
inspection,  but  to  cultivate  literary  taste.  There  must  be, 
in  the  first  place,  then,  a  plentiful  supply  of  books.  The 
literary  taste  of  the  scholars  could  be  furthered  by  readings 
at  least  once  a  week  by  the  teachers,  to  introduce  children  to 
the  books.  Such  lessons  would  be  infinitely  preferable  to 
"  literature  lessons,"  where  the  abominations  of  annotated 
editions  were  used  in  which  the  emphasis  was  thrown  on 
critical  notes  rather  than  on  the  text.  One  of  the  problems 
of  rural  life  would  be  met  once  the  County  authorities  were 
empowered  and  compelled  to  adopt  the  Public  Libraries  Act, 
and  establish  circulating  Libraries  in  every  village. 

Dr.  Baker  (Woolwich),  said  that  one  of  the  most  urgent 
needs  of  the  present  time  was  consultation  between  the 
Librarian  and  the  professional  educator.  The  use  of  the 
Public  Library  by  children  required  to  be  controlled. 
Children  wanted  guidance  and  direction  in  the  use  of  books, 
and  the  sooner  education  committees  recognised  the  need  for 
sympathy  and  practical  aid  the  sooner  would  the  children 
become  alive  to  the  uses  and  benefits  of  Public  Libraries. 

Reports  were  presented  by  the  various  Sub-committees 
of  the  Library  Association  Council  on  the  Legal  and  Par- 
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liamentary  work  of  the  past  year  affecting  Libraries,  the 
Book  Production  and  Publications  Departments,  and  on  the 
work  of  the  Education  Committee. 

The  Book  Production  Committee  are  engaged  in 
endeavouring  to  secure  better  paper  and  binding  from 
publishers  of  books,  and  in  producing  a  report  which  shall 
embody  all  their  recommendations,  and  to  publish  the  same 
as  an  "  ideal  "  book.  The  Education  Committee  are  doing 
excellent  work  in  laying  down  a  standard  of  education  for  all 
candidates  for  Library  appointments,  and  in  conducting  the 
examinations  for  Library  Assistants.  The  Report  of  this 
Committee  showed  that  the  number  of  students  presenting 
themselves  during  the  session  for  examination  was  277, 
against  207  last  year,  and  that  the  pass  list  was  considerably 
better  than  usual. 

The  Annual  Business  Meeting  was  held  in  the  afternoon, 
when  Mr.  T.  C.  Abbott  (Manchester),  gave  a  very  optimistic 
view  oi  the  chances  of  the  Public  Libraries  Bill  being 
presented  to  Parliament.  This  Bill  seeks  to  remove  the 
limitation  of  the  Library  Rate  of  id.  in  the  pound,  and  to 
exempt  Public  Libraries  from  the  payment  of  all  local  and 
parochial  rates. 

The  papers  and  discussions  were  business-like  and 
instructive,  and  the  Conference  now  stands  adjourned  until 
next  year,  when  it  will  meet  at  Perth.
